Soon after the steamer Los Angeles, 
bound south, left Huenome this morn- j McOarty's say that they will not be 
ing the man on watch sighted a whale 
ooat which afterwards proved to be the 
missing boat of the British ship King 
James, which was burned at sea a week 
ago. A man was seen standing in the 
boat waving a handkerchief. 
The 


iteamer gave a whistle and the man fell 
suddenly into the bottom of the boat. 
Tne captain ordered the steamer to 
put about and make for the strange boat. 
When the Los Angeles slowly steamed 
along side a harrowing. sight met the 
gaze of the passengers. Lying in the 
bottom of the boat were four men, 
their clothing torn, their hair matted, 
emaciated and too weak to do anything 
but wave their arms in a feeble manner. 
Their faces were scratched and bruised 
and they appeared more like men who 
were ready to gasp their last than those 
in whom sufficient energy existed to 
restore life. Two men were lowered 
and called on the men in the bottom of 
tho boat to rise and be helped on board 
the steamer, but the men were too 
weak and only waved their hands and 
moaned in a pitiful manner. 
Each 


man was hoisted aboard the steamship. 
They were tenderly cared for by the 
surgeon. 


Captain Drummon was in the best 


condition of any of the men rescued. 
After being warmed and fed he began 
to recover strength, and was in three 
hours able to tell the following story: 
" After the fire on tho King James was 
discovered it had gotten on such head- 
way that it was impossible to fotay it. 
We put out two life boats, provisioned 
both of the bows and placed sixteen 
men in each. You already know the 
escape of the first mate's boat. We 
left the ship March 30 at 4 o'clock in 
ofi&<3;10ISl£%u men, including myself, 
succeeded 
^n 
clinging 
to 
the 


upturned boat. 
For six hours we 


hung to that boat, it seemed six 
yearn. The men prayed and prayed for 
help, and it was the saddest scene I 
have taken part in for many years. 
The men finally succeeded in turning 
tho boat when the sea had calmed. 
Then for 14 hours we remained in 
water up to our waists. We baled the 
boat out, but our provisions and oars 
and even rudder was lost. Wo tore 
away part of the covering for air tanks 
to make oars, and improvise a rudder. 
The second day one man died, the 
third two men, and the fourth three 
men, including my yon (here the cap- 
tain broke down and began sobbing.) I 
shall never forget those few days. 
Some of the men were like maniacs; 
they cried for food and water, and we 
exhausted ourselves trying to hold 
them down. 
Before each man died 


he would become incoherent 
and 


curse and pray alternately. We could 
not go to sleep because we were afraid 
that some of the men in moments of 
insanity would cut our throats. As the 
men died we threw them overboard. 
We could not have stood two hours'

The Wonderful Palace Gives Evidence ol 


the Barbaric Splendor Enjoyed by n 
Noble Race of Hindoo Klnga Wlio Lived j 
Lone, Lone Before Modern Time*. 
I 


The renowned and now deserted city 


of Amber, in northwestern India, flour- 


jhc 1 with its countless thousands of in- 
labitants and untold wealth and splen- 
dor in the time of the Ptoleniys. 


It is situated in a mountain nook, 


about five rhilea from the present city oi 
Jeypoor, and is one of India's jeweled 
possessions for antiquarians? 


The great Arnber palace is built ol 


solid red sandstone and variegated ,ley- 
[>oor marble and inlaid with costly gems. 
It has »tood for centuries aa it now 
stands, upon an elevated mountain slope 
overlooking u picturesque lake and sur 
rounded by steep and rugged fortified 
peaks, with the walled and long since 
loomed and ruined city below. 


The palace is a masterly structure of 


Hindoo architecture, solid nnd secure, 
yet ornamental and beautiful. Entrance 
is gained through a massive and strongly 
fortified gate which leads into a spncionp 
central court richly adorned with rare 
carvings, mighty trees and flowering 
shrubbery. 
The grand diwan-i-am or audience hall 


is reached from the spacious court by o 
massive flight of carved marble steps. 
This hull u a noble example of Raj-nt- 
art. with its double rows of shining mar- 
ble columns supporting a massive entab- 
lature, above which are latticed galleries 
of marble worked in rare designs. 


The ceiling is of sculptured freestone, 


while the floor is made up of huge slabs 
of polished marble. 


It was upon this floor that the ancient 


kings and nobles of this once royal city 
witnessed many gorgeous scenes of gayety 
and cruelty. Here they applauded the 
royal tilts and sports, and here they re- 
viewed the many fierce conflicts between 
men and beasts and between royal Ben- 
gal tigers and noble fighting elephants 
in the grand courtyard below. 


It was also upon this spacious flooi 


that the kings and queens of this ancient 
realm gathered together at sunrise every 
inorni ng for many centuries to witness the 
sacrifice of a living human being on that 
huge black, blood besmeared stone altai 
in the small royal templo just over there 
to the right of this marble hall. 


Here they would sit on their gold 


woven rugs and hear the dying moans 
and see and smell the smoke of these 
sacrificed victims, in order to appease 
(as they devoutly believed and believe to 
this day) the divine Shiva's wrath. 


It is here that one may see every morn- 


ing in the year an innocent goat burned 
alive an a substitute for a human being 
as an offering to heaven to appease the 
destroyer's anger. How very like our 
early biblical history. 


From this hall, echoing with memo- 


ries both gay and sad, we wandei 
through spacious halls and galleries, 
elaborately carved apartments, up and 
down lorig rows of splendid stairs, 
through sculptured gateways covered 
with mosaics and doors inlaid in ivory 
and precious stones, until we reach tht, 
highest terrace in the palace. 


This was exclusively devoted to the 


rajah's personal apartments, contrary to 
our modern rules of sanitary arrange- 
ments, fry now we place our servants in 
the ninest itud best ventilated rooms and 
remain ourselves in the lowest, dampest 
and nuhealthiest parts of our houses. 


Thesi« kmgly apartments are -.feeanti- 


fully constructed with marble lattice 
windows and pavilions, gilt and carved 
coihiiL;s and spacious arched porticoes. 


Un our left is the joy niaudir, or hall 


of victory, adorned by pancAls of alabas- 
ter inlaid with flowers in alto relievo 
uiid ceiling glittering with mirrored and 
spangled work, for which Amber was 
long renowned, and for which Jeypoor, 
its successor, is now jxistly celebrated. 


Opposite this grand hall of victory is 


the sukh n.twas, or hall of pleasure, with 
its doors of sweet scented sandalwood in- 
laid with ivory and its gorgeous paint- 
ings of pleasures on earth and in heaven. 


Here are groves from which issue cool, 


clear streams of pure mountain water, 
which is perfumed and made to run in 
carved channels the whole length of th« 
marble floor to cool the heated atmos- 
phere and tht> gay occupants of this hall. 


Adjoining thi& beautiful hall are the 


sumptuous bathing apartments and the 
deep, cool pleasure caverns, surrounded 
by ferns and rare flowers, where the 
kings aud queens of this ancient cablie 
bade defiance to old Sol'a burning rayt 
during India's hottest clays 


Hern they svhiled away their happy 


days amid love and pi ensure in an atmos- 
phere rendered sweet by tl'e aroma oi 
costly incense, listening to the strains oi 
Indian music, gazing now and then up- 
on the beautiful girls as they performed 
in scanty attue—as they do to this day— 
thu famous n.iutch dance of India. 


Next to therp pleasure halls and groves 


are the spacious apartments ouco occu- 
pied by the harem—un indispensable ad- 
junct to all eastern palaces. 


It was hero that the mighty maham- 


jah. Jey Sii){,1i. in the early part of the 
eighteenth century ruled supreme in 
this jeweled spot on earth among his 
hundreds of carefully chosen wives like 
King David of eld 


From every hall and terrace, from ev- 


ei arched pavilion and cavern latticed 
v 
,!ow of this wonderful old palace, we 


g' _;huipsesot' this picture&qne spot, this 
hi '.me city, surrounded as it is by all 
th;vt tiaturu and art can do to make it 
beautiful. 
Mirrored in that clear, blue lake be- 


low one sees the ancient gilded domes 
and shrines of many costly temples. 
Th>-re are,the noble trees planted so 
many centuries ago. 


Vender are the strong old city walls 


with their frowning towera and ram- 
parts, their massive gates and splendid 
fortifications built so long ago, and on 
each side tower up the castled and forti- 
fied crags so majestically, as if conscious 
of their own strength and power.—San 
Francisco Chronicle.

The skeleton was burned by a mob in 


the year 1662 during the prevalence of 
the block death at Palermo, the igno- 
rant, superstitious people believing that it 
was connected in some mysterious way 
with the death dealing distemper. The 
skull of this giant, according to Abbe 
Ferregus, "was largely excessive of the 
baskets sayd to hold the bushel, being 
fitted above and belowe withe teeth to 
the number of sirty-foure, the each of 
which would have weighed two ounces." 
Cavalier Scroy claimed to have found a 
Bknll on Teneriffe that had CO teeth.—St. 
Louis Republic.

How Corn Was Ground at One Time. 
The watermill is older than the wind- 


mill, but prehistoric corn—such wheat, 
for instance, as Pytheas, the first trav- 
eler from civilization to Great Britain, 
saw the natives of Kent drying in largo 
sheds on account of the absence of sun— 
•was ground in hand mills, as is still done 
in the east. Quernes, as these mills are 
called, are frequently found in the cyclo- 
pean underground dwellings of Scotland. 
Their simplest form consists of two thin 
circular stones, the upper of which is 
pierced in the center and revolves on a 
wooden or metal pin inserted in the low- 
er one. The grinder dropped the grain 
into the central hole with one hand, while 
the other caused the upper stone to re- 
volve by means of a stick inserted in a 
small hole near the edge. 


The laboriousness of this ox3erationjis 


well illustrated by a story told of Colum- 
ba. He was n-tudying under St. Finnian, 
and every night on which it fell to bis 
lot to grind the corn with the querne he 
performed his task so quickly that his 
companions enviouslj" asserted that he 
had the assistance of an angel in turning 
the stone 
Wilson thinks that at this 


time (the early part of the sixth century) 
tho querne was the only mill in use. 
Large water mills were introduced in the 
thirteenth century into Scotland, and 
legal means had to be employed to ren- 
der their use compulsory.—Gentleman's 
Magazine. 


The Word "Huxom." 


When we now speak of a buxom per- 


son, we think of such a one as Mrs. Lu- 
pin in "Martin Chuzzlewit," a plump, 
middle aged, good looking, good na- 
tured, kind, agreeable woman. We do 
aot usually apply the term to a thin 
woman, or to a young girl, or to an old 
woman. 
Assuredly we should never 


think of calling a man or a boy buxom. 
The word, however, onco really meant 
pliable or flexible, and afterward obedi- 
ent. It is the same as the Anglo-Saxon 
bocsum, or the high German beugsam, 
from beugen (to bend), which root ap- 
pears in bough and bon (in all its mean- 
ings).

As for politeness, there are 
no such people under the sun. When- 
ever a Venezuelan, male or female, 
writes a letter, whether to a dear friend 
or stranger, he or she invariably con- 
cludes it with the words, Beso susma- 
nos, "I Wss your hands," and whenever 
a Venezuelan gentleman meets a lady, 
•whether it be his sweetheart or his 
grandmother, he hastens to assure her 
that he is "lying at her feet."—Fannie 
B. Ward. 


A Newspaper Library. 


There is at Aix-la-Chapelle a curious 


museum library containing thousands of 
newspapers. It was founded seven or 
eight years ago by Oscar Forkenbeck, 
who collected newspapers as other peo- 
ple collect stamps or autographs. He 
spent his entire income for 40 years on 
the dailies published all over the world 
and printed in 80 different languages. 
Finding himself the happy owner of 10.- 
000 files, he founded the museum, ap- 
pealed to the newspaper world to assist 
him, and now occupies his own time and 
that of three assistants indexing and ar- 
ranging the rapidly increasing collec- 
tion.—New York Sun.
